Thus will that father of all comforrt, 
comfort thee with his diuine conſolati- 
ons ; thus will he in the very middeft of.

ſtill into thy diſtreſſed ſoule,theſe & the 
like ſpirituallrefeQtions:he will annoint

life. O meditate of this, and the like di- 
uine comforts, andthe. perturbations, 
billowes and affli ions of this life, will 
be lightly eſteemed in compariſen. of 
that exceeding meaſure, and quantity, 
aboue all meaſure, of ſpirituall Trea-*'- 
{ures, reſerued forthee in heauen, A- | 
laſſe thou liueſt here (that I may vſe the 
Greeke phraſe ) ir wic xjervianic Wwe wir, 
In the very penerrals and cauernes of 
the carth:: farre remoued from thy cen- 
tre, farrecran{planted from thy natiue 
Countric, O then be not ſoenthralled 
with this maſle of corruption, ſo capti- 


uatcd by {inne and Sathan , ſo' deluded 
C by 
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by the vaine flouriſhes of earths yani-. 
ties - eleuate thy ſpirit, eretrhy minde, 
livenotſfolong inthis dangerous Cly- 
mate, as thou forget to returne into thy 
Countric. Thou haſt an excellent mo- 
tive (poore hunger-Rarued ſoule) not 
to tefre thy abode or refidence vpon 
earth : fich rhou feeleſt within thee 
nought but biting hunger,and withour 
thee, nought but hard hearts, that con- 
ſume their. daics in chambering and 
wantonnefle , in ſecuritie and careleſs» 
neſle, reſpeCtleſſe (heauen knowes) of 
their chiefeſt good, the aduancement 
of Gods gloric, the feare of his name, 
r:uerenceto his miniſters,or any worke 
which might tend tothe edificationof 
faith Qr manners. Hirc ille /achrime ; 
hence comes our cauſe of lamenting, 
hence the true and efficient motiues of 
ſorrowing:But thou(pore man)that art 

ſequeſtred as it wereour of the world, 

not as muchas abſerued with the cie of 

popular reſpe&, ſeeing thy owne con- 

tempt of one ſtde, and the impiety of 

this enormious Age of the other ſide, 

haſtreaſon with Paw! not onely to de- 

fire thy diſſolution, but even in the me- 
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ditation of it to- conceaue efpeciall 
comfort, and delight. Forthe world 
what is it, But a cage of yncleane Birds, 
a maſle of indigeftion , an indiſpoſed 
frame of pollution,a fink of corruption? 
True was it, thatthat Dominican Frier 
obſerued : There was in the world at 
the firR(ſaith he)conſciextria, burtthat was 
altered preſentiy and turned to ſcientia, 


_ ard that too(by the fooliſh ſtupidity of 


theic times) is changed into mere Entia, 
a poore Being indeed, when we know 
not the eflentiall cauſe of our Being : 
but ledde away with either fingular 
conceipt of our ignorant knowledge 
or beforted with the preſent ' obieQts 
preſented and repreſented to vs: which 
ſo auerr and difract the intelleQuall 
eye of our vnderſtanding,or ſo cnthral- 
led aid engaged as it were” ro private 
profit, like the worldly Ratift, or with 
tl.ecirch of honvur like the Ambitious 
Artiſt, or with the diſperfing of cur vi- 
ctotics in forraine prouinces with the 
inſulting Martialiſt: that weforgetr(for 
a litrle worldly gaine) the Gayne and 
trea{1re of Eternitie :for a puffe or blaſt 
of yaine glory or ambitious _ 

the 
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the Honour of God, and ſacred mini- 
ſters : fora ſoone periſhing fame, the 
fame and reputation which wee ought 
to purchaſ: of our heauenly father, 
Deere pilgrim,thou ſceſt theſc tranſito- 
ric and temporarie delights, how'ſoone 


they fade: how ſhort their continuancs 


is : for thou canſt ſee further then one 
in higher place can ſee. We make the 
Argument infallible : tor demonſtrati- 
on proues it : a man may fee more pier- 
cingly into the beauty ofthe firmament: 
within ſome ho!low place or-pit, then 
he can vpon the cuecn ſuperticies of the 
earth, Thou art placed in thispit;reti- 
red from the world : inferiour in order, 
bereft of the cloude of honour, nay ex- 
empted of all inconueniences which 
might any way ſceme todarkentheeye 
of thy vnderſtanding , here thou ſeeſt 
the piecolored flagges of vanity diſ- 
plaied, the poore Oſtrich robbed of her 
taile, to fannea Ladies ſace; The fillie 
wormes disbowelled to cloath a-caſe 
of corraption with a ſilken couer, Vee 
atriora ſane vidimupeccats, quam ea gue 
ſunt ſericea;Silken fins goe with aprini- 
ledge : they hauc 2 good couer for de-

thon ſeeft and admireſt, Then thou 
goes further,and thou ſees ſeeming ſan. 
Ritie put on the roabes of holineſle: 


furniſhe with a little lippe labour to

raycrs,making his lippes goeas if pol. 
ed with Ge Pirie. as indeed "a is, 
for no ſpirit more execrable then hypo. 
erifie : there thou ſceft halting iuſtice; a 
Magiſtrate that goes on ſtilts to ſaue 
his <a oth , hee oucrperes a whole 
mulritude, but taking ſo great paines 
vpon his artificiall legges , he muſtbe

But the vemrie Idea of imparaleld good: 
neſſe, Vertue herſelfe, ſhee is naked, ſo 
art thou : harborleſle ſo art thou : in her 
ſelfe deſerving , yet deſertlefly eftee- 
med, and ſo art thon : your fortunes 
ſceme equal] : doe but match her in the 
mindes proprieties,and thy reward ſhal 
be by ſo mach more eminent, in regard 
thy eſtate was here deprefled. I will 
yet draw nererthee, thou art here pla- 
ced ina geſolace forreſt, farre remoued 
from any either internall or externall 
comfort, {aue that continuall feaſt (a 
fincere conſcience : ) Thou art without 


friends, apd no deſert more ſolitarie 


no forreſt greater, then to be depriued 
of friends:and in this vacouth promon- 
torie there bee many ſauage Beaſts 
which ſecke to pray vpon thee, or at 


leaſt totriumph ouer thee: and wouldſt | 


thou not willingly retire thy ſelfe, and 


purchaſe 
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purchaſe thy owne ſafery by a ſeque- 
fred life?or if not, SOnel mor: meling eff, 
quam ſemper moriendo winere. Alaſle 
(deere chriſtian pilgrim)chou artin this 
fate : this deſertis the werld repleni- 
ſhed with ſauage beaſts, with which 
thou art enujroned:{omelyon like con- 
temne thee for thy pouerty, others de» 
ride thee withour remorſe had to thy 
deieFed fortunes: But all triumph ouer 
thee (being made as Teluins pertinax 
was entitled)Pil/afortrene,tortuncs ball; 
toſſed into every hazard, ſubieRed to 
euery calumnie, being indeed made the 
very ſtale of diſgrace: yer in all theſe 
occurrents ( if thou make right viſe of 
thy pouertie) thou remaines free from 
any perturbation whatſoever : their 
pride makes the more humble : their 
ambition worketh in thee morrtificati- 
on: their contcmning thee breedethin 
thee a contempr of the world,relinqui- 
ſhing the gariſh obieRs of vanitieto 
reape the harveſt of hcauens glorie.

HWY as 
might be: ftreight thouſhalt behold a» 
nother (conuerted from an Arch-perſc- 
cutour of Chriſtians ) one that flouri- 
ſhed in the heighc of honour and was 
choſen for a patron of infidelitie, de- 
ſpiſe honour and her ſuperficiall lou- 
riſhes, and conſecrate himſelfe to the

ned death, [ohn drunke poiſon, & Peter 
(as one made drimk,with the apprehen- 
fion of that ſupernal [weeteneſfle,)cried 
outzlet vs build here three Tabernacles, 
let vs {otorne here, let vs remaine here, 

ſince we need nothing that nec 
ry for our comfort ſa long as weabide 
here, O chen deere chriflivn if the (ur- 
ueigh of theſe glcrious profeſſors pre- 
uaile any thing with thee to diſtaſtthe 
bitter 
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bitter and ynſauory affeRions of this 


tranſitory life : make vſc of thine owne 

ouerty : thou haſt no reaſon to ftand 
all the day idle, but to haue recourſe to 
the ſpirituall vineyard, It is hard for a 
rich man toenterinto the kingJome of 
heauen, for why ? he muſttakeleaue of 
his friends and fauorites, of his reue- 
newes and poſlceſſions, there be many 
things oppoſe themſelues co his inten- 
dedreſolution. Bur thou thar carrieſ 
all thy preferments about with thee, 
hauing nothing at home but bare wals, 
appendices of ruine, thou that canftnot 
yeeld nature her neceſlacies , being 
made a very ſpectacle to triumphing 
fortunc:one as expoſcd to the inconue- 
nicences of times occurrents, ſo de- 
prived of thoſcexternall Bleſſings, by 
which we onely ſeeme to be and haue 
our wellbeing : art rid of thele maine 
impediments which vſe ro hinder the 
worldling fromthe proſecution of ſuch 
affaires as might yeeld more perfect 
and accompliſhed conterit, then all the 
{emblances of fortune, and proſperous 
ſuccefle. O how hard hath the abandos- 
ning of the world ſcemed to ſuchas 
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have planted their affections already 
ypon this terreſtriall foundation, They 
could willingly ſerue Chrift, if they 
might reſerue (likewiſe) ſomeretired 
howers of ſrruice & deuotion to Mam- 
mon: but wholly to giue vp their jnte- 
reſt in earth and earthly poſleſſions, ne- 
uermoreto call themſclues maſters of 
their ample and commodious inheri- 
tances:O itis an hard leflon,ſuch a bit- 
ter potion had neede of ſome ſ{weete 
pillto feaſon it. Thou now ſce.t the 
high roade-way that Jeades thee ro a 
port of {ecure reſt : hold on (deere pil- 
grim) and faint not in thy [ourney : 
thou art now towards a rich inheri- 
tance,and ſhalt poſleſle thoſe true eflen- 
tiall and reall ioyes which with ſuch 
teruencie thou haſt deſired, But yer 
ere I leaue thee in this Harbour,let me 
expoſtulate the cauſe with thee, & aske 
thee, why thou art deieted ? why fo 
ſorrowfull ? thou ſuſtaineſt diſgrace and 
art called impudent Beggar ; Beggar* 
alaſſe whar is that? who is not? doe we 
not (euen the beſt of vs) beg from day 
to day for our diurnall ſuſtenance? in- 
cluded ia that particle ; Gine vs, this

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day onr daily bread: butthouart impu« | 
dent; with farre more impudence are 
we branded, that arecuer ® ping, yet 
neuer ſatiſtied : nay more,preſuming to 
haue what wc neede without asking : 
and for thee ( poore ſoule) neceſſitic 
pleadesthy caule excuſable. Epentivi- 
ro pudor nequaquam eſt vtilts, A. (hames 
faſt Beggar neuer gained by his profeſ- 
fion, Grieue not thy ſelfe then at the 
ſtrange language of the hard harted mi- 
ſer hk owne words ſhall condemne 
him when he appeares (8 of necefſitie 
he muſt) before the Tribunall of Gods 
iudgement : its not tzenthe awfull re- 
vard of his authoritie(for he is then de- 
oraded ) nor the aboundance of his 
wealth (for of that hee is depriued) nor 
the generall reſpe&t had to his perſon 
(for then he is diſualewed) chat ſhall 
an{were for his negle@ : Thy hunger 
ſhall witnefle againſthim, thy afflicti- 
ons ſhall condemne him, and thoſe ma» 
ny Iniuries (which with ſuch patience 
thou in this life ſuſtained) ſhall bere- 
corded in thoſe monumental] leaues of 
eternitte, and proclaime him Guiltte :

Before this 
Iudge ſhaltthou appeare}'#nd hee that* 
apprefled theethertotaſttherigourand 
ſcucrity of iuſtice, thou to remain in the 
comfortable embrace of his'mercie + 
he to reape the fruits of his own works," 
to condemnation,thou to conceiue the 
\weete and amiabletaft ofeternallcon-' 
ſolation, O what diffcrenee-then be- 
twixt thy miſcric, and his earthly hap- 
pineſſe ? where is then that great atten=- 
dance? thole many ſuperficiall ceremo- 
nics

niſht;his aiflictions more violent, in aſ- 
much his comforts in this life were 


mere eminent, O it the Great ones of- 


this world would conſider this : how 
liccle would they eſteeme the 1nſubſtan- 
tiall louriſhes ofthis world ? how at= 
tentiuely would they, obſertue the di. 
menſions of their life, leaſt the labyrinth 
of hnne ſhould eninare chem, the afte. 
ions of earths vanitie ſurpriſe them : 


or the gay colers of mundane allure- 


ments captiuate them, But ſinne is now 
mounted , her throne is.crected , and 
who dare cenſure ſo generall a profeſ- 
fon? as rare is it to finde vice without 
a champion , as to finde hoſpitality in 
an ancient houſe,ſenAitieina Monaſlte- 
ric, religion ina houſe of proſtitution, 
A man may ſee feafts folemniſed , but 


the halt, lame,and blind, ſeldome or ne-. 
uer inuited; reſembling thoſe ſenſuall 


meetings of Penelopes wooers, which 
Emneus,in. Homer (o exactly deſcribes, 
#fifices Vates, Medicus ſen etiam poets 
qui cantando obleflet, hi ſane vocats ſunt 
mm orbe: Fgentem veroet Medicum qui fi- 
bimet eſt in commodo nullus vocat, None 
cals 


| 
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cals the beggar : hisrags are not ficfor 
teſtivall ſvlemnitics : alafſe poore man, 
then mult hee feede (like Democritus) 
ypon the ſmell of dainties, full ſeruices 
arenot fora weake ſtomacke, and yet 
me thinkes/poore Soule)thou deſerueſt 
better entertainement. Thy Image 
ſhould not beſolightened. Thy naturall 
Ga:ment is of as pure ſtuffe, and as-cu- 
rious as the perfumedſt Gallant oft them 
all:and ſhou!d the couer of our ſhame 
ſo much tranſport our affeQions, that 
without reſpetvnto theimage of our 
Sauiour, we ſhould diſualuethe inſtru- 
ment,and ſo cuerpriſe the couer. O no, 
let vsnot ſo obſcure our iudgements : 
let vs rather have recourſe to our be- 
ginning, and then conceiuethe eſpeci- 
alleſt morines wherein we haue cauſe 
toglorie, Sure Nature ſeemes as if in 
the beginning ſhee hared all other or- 
naments then ſuch as were natiue: be- 
Ing atthefirſt a raiment to her ſelfe, and 
lufficient in her ſelfe againſt the incle- 
mencie of heate, the violence of cold, 
& all diſtemperatures whatſocuer : Buc 
when man loſt himſelfe, he defiredro 
ſhroude himſclfe againſt theviolene af- 
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ſauits of a troubled conſcience, Hence 
then wee glorie in our ſhame : for by 
theſe externall habits are we put in 
minde- of thoſc primitiue graces of 
which wee are depriued. In this then 
(fillie Beggar) may thou likewiſe be 
comforted : Thou ſceſt thine owne na- 
kednefle, and acknowledgelt thy finne: 
But the fine creatures of this world 
unitate the Pagan Idolators, they hang 
vales ouer their deformities ; making 
their worlt part the moſt precious, Pore 
veſlell of corruption what needes all 
this brauery,? what makes thee ſet out 
thy enemy lo gorgeouſlic?ſhe ſeeksthy 
ruine,laies continualbarrery at thefor- 
treſſe at the fortreſle of thy ſoule, envie 
rons thee with hoſlile and fatall aftc» 
ions, and yet thou pampereſt her vp 
Rill, ftreagrhnirg thy owne forces a- 
gainſtthee. O madncfle ! O exceeding 
phrenſic, doeſt thounot(or 1s it wiltull 
blindnefle)perceiue with what violence 
this moriell of cſh which thou bring 
vp and nouriſheR ſo carefully, ſugge- 
ſterh into thy: minde poiſon ? making 
the labour of an incurable contagion, 
cuen the |cthargic ofthy ſoule;and = 
thou 
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thou cheriſh yer this Snake in thine 
owne Boſome? wilt thou raiſe ſo glori- 
ous an Image for ſo corrupt a Trunke ? 
ſurecaſe, ſurceaſe : Thou haſt plaid too 
long with this inchantrefle : iris now 
high time to purchaſe thy liberty, Af- 
ter Calypſo had ſo long time detained 
Viiſſes in miſerable ſeruitude, ar laſt 
ſought meanes for his deliyeric. Theſe 


boſome enemies are moſt dangerous, 


they know our conftiturion, and can 
tranſforme themſelues vnto the diſtinct 
habir ofcuc: y aftectiqn,to ſhadow their 
deſignes more couertly; they aſſume 
that forme which beſt concords with 
our Nature.

Fiches were beſt 
demonſtrated by the Romane word /m« 
pedimenta : 'hinderances indeed for our 
heaucnly' expedition - we ſhould. yſe 
them ia neceſlaric reſpets, not to a- 
dore them :if the price of gold hadnot 
beene knowne , Bhals golden calfe had 
not beeneerccted. Ir is a cauſe of much 
falſe Adoration ; and many I amper- 
ſwaded (yet timerous in perſwaſion) 
worſhip the idoll in their cheſt, more 
then their Meſhas in his Temple. O'pro- 
phanation of Times / when an externall 
appearance of tempting vanitic, can ſe+- 
duce an Intellectuall ſoule from: ter 
Creator, with the ecfire of a bare met- 
tall ordained for the vie of his crea- 
ture. We are wiſe and ynderſtanding 
in chymicke labours,and are profound- 
lieread in:minerals: But that onely and 
principall good, the ſele& treaſure of 
the minde is as farre eſtranged: from 
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Mirror of waineglorie. 
our reading,as Demas heartwas from a+. 
ny thing,faue what taſted ofthe world. 
Wecan rtalke of eccentricke lines, bo- 
dics;motions, temperatures, & aftecti- 
ons: but which amongſt vs ſeekes to 
ſeaſon the ill diſpoſed temper of -our 
minde ? O pittie and great pitty it 1s to 
neglect ſo diuine a ſubſtance : let the 
Philoſophers idle axiome alone : the 
body ſhould take her temperature from 
the ſoule , and not the ſoule from the 
body- Corpus Ancillaeſt vipareat, nor 
aomina vt imperet, Confuſion of Go« 
uernors ſpoile eucrie well gouerned 
ſtate 2: and thoſe kingdomes be moſt 
happy where there be not the moſt but 
the beſt Kings. Thou haſt a monarchy 
(and thats the beſt kinde of Goucrnee 
ment) within thy ſelfe: O diſpoſe then 
of thy afteions like a Prince; be inue- 
{ted with a roabe worthy an Emperor, 
the pure ſtole of integrity,thy thoughts 
muſt be cleuatc, not deprefied downe 
ro this carthly centre. It is reported 
that the Emperour eAuge/?is could fee 
as well by night as day; thy cyes ſhould 
beſo; not obſcured or darkned with 
thenight of crror,, but euex rralucent, 
BE 2 that 
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that if there were windowes in thy 
heart, the ſplendor vfthy internallman 
mightſhow her owne dignity, Bur e- 
ſpecially let me caution thee in this: 
that thou'be open handed, and bounti- 
fully hearted to = necedfull brother x 
it will make thee ſeemorecleerely into 
theprovidence of God,andexcite thee 
toan acknowledgement of his mercies; 
euer meditating of his bounty in be. 
ſtowing , and thy immerrited ſeruice in 
deſcruing: It will inflame in thee a per- 
fe and exact meaſure of charity, to 
giue freely , becauſe thou haſt recciued 
more amply. An afteCtionate charitie is 
approued by God and man : making 
our ſelues in diſtributiue iuftice Chriſti- 
ans, and imitating the inimitable pat- 
cerne of Chriſt who ſuſtained the weak, 
ſupported the needy, relieued the hun- 
gry,being all 'to all,that hemighrſhow 
his glory rowards all : his humility may 
aſlwage our pride, and caution ysto be 
humble here, that wee may be Exalted

elſewhere, His periurie may taxevsof 
exceſſe, thatlincin Epicureal riot, con- | 
\uming our daies in ſecurity and care- 


tefle prophanation of God and his ſa- 
cred 
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cred miniſters ; neither viing reuerence 
to them nor him : for in contemnſng 
them, wee contemne him (as hethe fa«- 
ther of verity hath ſpoken, ) O deere 
chrMtian!we haue too long dallied with 
finne , toolong dehied the time of our 
conuerſion : Turne, turne from thy euill 
waics : leaſtthou be cut downe in his 
fury : the vials of his wrath haue beene 
Jong in diffuling , but ſo much longer 
the (trokeis deliied,ſy much it returnes 
more violent. Oletvs rclinquiſh earths 
yanitie-, and plant our affections ypon 
heauens beauty ; why ſhould we loue 
ſuch things as breedelothing : hauing 
bitterneſſe in their taſt, and producing 
no fruits, but the diſtaſtfull weedes of 
repentance? Who ſo is bewitched or 
captivated with the pic- coloured vani- 
ties of this world, deſcrues a pie colord 
coate to deſcribe the foole in his fol- 
lies, Learne to be wile in ſpirituall af- 
faires, that the commerce which thou 
haſt had with the faQtors of vanity, may 
benow difualued, having reference to 
the maine price of thy redemption 
working out thy faluation with feare 
and trembling. Thou ſecſt the race 
E'2 thou

thou muſt of neceſſity run, not the race 
of laſciuious prodigals , whoſe exorbi- 
trance makes their houſe die in infamy, 
nor the race of the Auaricious Miſer, 
that treaſures vp vengeance for Wm- 
ſelfe and his poſterity, making the iflue 
of his loines the heires of ſhame,nor the 
race of 2dulterers that waſttheir eſtate 
inthe brothels of licentious delights: 
but the chriſtian race, making thy be- 
ginning a bopefull proeme of a ſucceſs 
fue end : thy enda happy concluder of 
ſo faire beginnings, Runne thus and 
thou ſhalt obtaine, not a temporall re- 
ward, but the crowne af eternitic:; that 
God { who reclaimed thee from thy 


ſinne, may be glorified in thy members, 


conſecrated toholineſleand integrity, 
Meditatc of this, contemplare this, cx-

ble repoſe ? why doſt thou diſdaine 
hard ftraw, when a tender infant in 
whoſe hand are all things, prefcrred 
the hard litter of heaſts before thy 
filkes and fethers ? But this thy tender 


and weake infancie {O Chriſt) was 


not ſecure from the ſword ofthe per- 
ſecutors : for whileſt thou yet ſuckt 
hanging at thy mothers breſt, an An- 
gell appeared vnto Joſeph in his ſleepe, 
ſaying : eAriſe; and take the child, and 


flie into «/£gipt, and abide there till I 
ſhall tell thee; for it will come to paſſe 


that Hered will ſeeke the child to kill it 
&c, Now fromthis time (O good Ie- 
{xs) thou beginneſt to ſuffer ſharpe 
rhings 
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things : for thou ſufferedſt not only this 
vexation in thine owne infancie , but) 
the death of thoſe little ones, many 
thouſands whereof by the cruelty of 
Herod were put to death, being reft 
from their mothers breſts. Hauing paſt 
thine infancic, thou gaueft ynto ys an 
example of profcfliing the truth with 
all humility : for thou ſateft not with 
the counſell of yanitie,but in the midft 
of Doors, queſtioning , and hearing 
them : although rhou waſt the Lord 
of knowledge , and the wiſedome' of 
God thy Father, But thou waſt like- 
wiſe an example of obedience vnto vs; 
when as 'thow being Gouernour of 


the whole world ſubieRed thv ſelfe 


humblely vnto the will of thy parents. 
When the 'grouth of a ſtronger age 
came, ſo as thou walſt to apply thy 
felfe ro more weightie affaires , thou 
wenteſt forth to finiſh the ſauation of 
thy people: as a mighty Giant to run 
the race of all our miſery, And that 
thou mighteſt(in humanerc{emblance}) 
frame thy ſelfe like vnto thy brethzen, 
thou the inocent Jambe of God, (neuer 
defiled with the leſt ftaine of finne)

cameſt vnto thy ſervant baptizing pe- | 
nitent fanners, as if thou hadſt beene |

{anctifie vs, by thy ſanctifying fpirit 
working in vs, From Baprtiſme by the | 
ſtrength of thy ſpirit, thou wenteſt in. | 
to the deſert, giuing vs an example of 
ſolitary life in thee. Thou ſuffered(i 
paticntly ſolicarines and faſting , for 
rhe ſpace of 4o. daies, bitterneſle of 
hunger, temptations and illuhhons, to 
the end thou mighteſt make all theſe 
things more tollerable vnto vs, At laſt 
thou cameſt to the loſt ſheepe of 1ſra- 
ell, ſhewing openly the lampe of chy 
diuine word toilluminate all the world, 
declaring thy kingdome to all ſuch 
2s obeyed thy word, and followed thy 
precepts; confirming with Ggnes, and 
{hewing the power of thy diuinity to 
all that were ficke, doing all things to 
all men freely, which might conduce 
to the ſaluation of finners, to the end 
t10u might profit all, Burt the fooles 
heart is darkened (O Lord) and he hath 
throwne 
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throwne thy commandements behind 
him , neuer harkening vnto all thoſe 
wonderſull workes which thou haſt 
wrought amonglt them: except a few 
very noble and ſtout champions, which 
thou haſt eleted out of the: weake 


| | and abie&t things of the world, thar 


by them thou mightſt wonderfully 
diſcomfit the ſtrong and mighty, Neis 
ther haue they alone bin vnthankeful 
vnto thee for thy benefits : bur {O 
Lord of Lords) they  haue reproched 
thee, and done. vnto thee whatſoeuer 
it hiked them: for whar ſaid they when 
thou did{t:thoſe workes of God which 
noneelſe could doe? This man is not of 
God: in the Prince of diuels he throwes 
out diuels, he hath a diuell, he feducerh 
the people; hee is a glutton and a bib- 
ber of wine ,: a friend: of Publicanes 
and ſinners; Why weepeſt thou? why 
figheſt thou (O 'man) when thou art 
iniuriouſly reproched?.:doſt thou not 
heare how:«many rebukes fell vpon 
thy Lord: and Sauiour for thy ſake? 


Ifthey call the maſter of the houſehold 


Belzebub, how much more his houſe- 
hold ſcruants ?

with tones, thou ſuffered({t all thingy 
patiently, and thou becameſt as if choy 
hadft not heard, hauing norebukesin 
thy mouth.

Wherefore then(O thou'duft & aſhes) 
art thou yet ſo proud?dothpride yet lift 
thee vp? dotvitmpatience yer vox thee? 
Behold” rhy Tefſus, the creator of all 
things, the fearcfull Iudge of thequick 
and the dead, the very paterne of hu- 
mility and mercie , kneeling before 
the feete of a man , and: that 'man ® 
traitour. Learne, becauſe hee is meeke 


and humble in heart, and bee _—

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of thy pride, and bluſh at chy patience. 
This was alſo (O Lord) an cſpeciall 
token of thy mildneſſe, when thou

thou now reckoned among the chil- 
dren of darkenefſe ? thou that waſt 
nouriſhed with ſpices, wherefore doeſt 
thoy embrace filthines ? Now is thy 
familic (O Chrift) purified, when hee 
went into the world, leauing the An- 
gelicall ſociety which in heauen remai- 
ned. Now is that happy companie 
made drunke with the plentifull in- 
lndation ofthy divine oracles, bauing

uen a commandement of charity and

mute, when the ſpirit is ready torepell 


any tentation. Surely thou dicſt ic ro 
this end, that we might haue continuall 
motiues of loue & thankfulnes rowards 
thee,hauing expreſſed the naturall infir- 
mity ofour fleſh by theſc tokens in thee, 
By which we are taught, that thou haſt 
truely borne our infirmitics, & haſt paſ- 
ſed thepricking thornes of thy paſſions 
nor without a ſenſible fecling of them. 
For that voice ſeemed not to be the 
voice of the {pirit but of chefleſh, in 
that thou addeſt, the ſpirit 1s truely rea- 
dy, butthe fleſh is weake. That the ſpi- 
rit was ready to thy paſhon thou eui- 
dently demonſtrated, when thou ran of 
thine owne accord to meet thy berrajer 
&\{uch men as were giuen to ſhed blood 
attending him, ſeeking to take away 
thy life with lanternes and Torches and 
weapons vpon the Night: and leaſt they 
ſhould receiue any notice by the Cap- 
| F 2 taine 
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raine of this impiety,, thou manifeſted 
thy ſelfe : for thou turnedſit not awa 
from that cruell Beaſt comming to kifle 
thy moſt holy mouth, but aftably gaue 
thy mouth (wherein was neuer deceipt 
found) vnto his mouth which aboun- 
ded with all malice, O Innocent lambe 
of God, what haſt thouto doe with that 
wolfe? what concord betwixt thee and © 
Belial ? butthis was O Lord thy great 
mercy, to exhibit all ſuch things as 
might any way mollifie the pertinacie 
of 2 depraued heart : for(as one not al- 
together ynmindfull of ancient friend 
ſhippe) thou admoniſhed him ſaying ; 
my friend to what end cameſt thou? 
and willing(as it ſcemes) to wound the 
heart ofthis impious Trairour, with the 
horror of his ſinne,thou ſaid : [adas do- 
eſt thou betray the ſonne of man with a 
kiſſe? and behold the Philiſtins are vpon 
thee Sampſon. Neither didſt thou drive 
them from thee intending to ſmite them 
at the houre of thy appretienſiog,with 
thy right hand,no not in defence of thy 
ſelfe, that the fooliſh preſumption of 
man may know that they can doe no- 

thing againſtrhee,, but ſo much onely 
as 


on the paſ5ion of Chriſt. 
as is permitted by thee, But who can 
heare without weeping how they laid 


their murdering hands vpon thee,tying 
thy innocent hands with cords , ſweet 


Ieſus,wholike a moſt meck lambe ſpea- 
king nothing, was carried afcer the man- 
ner of a theefe, contumeliouſly tothe 
ſlaughter. Neither ceaſedſt thou then 


| (© Chriſt)to ſhew thy mercy vpon thy 


Enemies, & to diffuſe the honiecombe 
of thy ſweetneſſe ypon them, reprouing 
the zcale of thy defendor, and with- 
holding him from hurting ſuch as has 
led thee, Their furic was curſed becauſe 
wilfull , being neither moued by the 
maieſty of thy miracles, nor the great- 
nes of thy benefits. Thou waſt brought 
before a counſell of wicked head- 
pricfts conſulting againſt thec;and con- 
felling the truth (as was ſeemelie) thou 
walt adiudged to death for thy blaſphe- 
mie,O louing Lord, how many vnwor- 
thy things haſt thou ſuffered of thine 
owne Nation? men of pollutedIips be- 
flubbring with their ſpitrle;thy amiable 
countenance , on Which the Angels 
have deſired to looke, repleniſhing the 


whole Courts of heauen with joy; and 
: F 3 ynto 
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ynco which all the rich men in the 
world ſhall make interccſſion : beating 
it with their ſacrilegicus hands, and 
blindfolding thee in derifion : and be- 
ing Lord ofall creatures bufferted thee 
as a ſeruanr moſt contemptuous of all 
others, Burt let vs now come to their 
deliuering vp of thy ſoule, to be ſwal. 
lowed vp by vncircumciſed fleſh, 
They lead thee bound before Pilate,re- 
quiring that thou mailt be crucified 
which knewecR no ſinne, & that a mur- 
dercr might bce ler looſe vnto them, 
leſſe eſteeming of a lambe then a 
wolfe; of gold,thenclay. O vnworthy 
and vnhappy merchandiſe! neither was 
that wicked Pilate ignorant , how all 
theſe things were done through enuie 
againſt thee; yet for all that, heprocee- 
ded raihly in iudgement againſt thee, 
filing thy ſoule with much bitterneſle 
withourta cauſe; He ſuffered thee to be 
mocked, commanding thee to ſtand in 

the ſight ofi..y mockers; nor ſpared he 

to teare thy pure virgin-skinne with 

moſt ſharpe ſcourgings, cruelly infli- 

Cting ſtripes vpon liripes, and wounds 


ypor. wounds, O thou deere child of 
God,

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God, what halt thou committed, that 
ſhould deſerue ſo great birterneſle, ſo 
great reproch ?/Surely nothing... ItisT, 
it.is I, wicked man thack am, that was 
the cauſe of thy death. I(O Lord)haue 
caten the ſower grape,and thy teeth are 
on edge, paying fur that which thou 
neuer tooke, And yer the impiecty of 
th= trecherous Iewes is. not ſatiſfied 
with all theſe indignitics done again! 
thee: but thou art now at laſt deliuered 
Quer into the hands. of vncircumciſed 
ſouldicrs to be putro a maſt ſhamefull 
death. It. ſeemed bur alitrle marrer for 
thoſe ſacrilegious miſcreancs ro' crucis- 
fie thee, but they mult alſo vex thy ſoule 
with reproches.

of complaint,or excuſe, or of threat, ox 
of curſe againſt thoſe reniling doggy; 
but concludes with ſuch mild wordes 
ofblefling,as haue not bin heard before. 
O my ſoule, when haſt thou ſeene any 
one more'mercifull ? what can be more 
cyrrcous then this man? Behold him 
with more attention, how worthy he iz 
of admiration,and moſt render compal- 
fion. Lookeat him naked , and torne
